Here is an article Jeannette sent me 
from CBS dated 10/22/40. 


WOMAN SOUND TECHNICIAN HAS ALWAYS COMPETED WITH MEN 


" Ora Nichols, Columbia's only woman sound technician, has to . 
compete with the best men in the business, but it doesn't bother her in 
the Least. She's been competing with men ever since her school days. 

Ora vas the only girl in a family of seven children and before 
she entered high school was nicknamed 'Tomboy' Nichols, because of he» 
fistic prowess. Her family insisted that she have one ladylike virtue 
and encouraged her to take piano lessons. 

Ora's first job was playing the piano in a motion picture theatre. 
While working there she met her late husband, Arthur Nichols. He was a 
drummer in the band and after their marriage, they went on a vaudeville 
tour. When silent films went out, the Nichols decided to concentrate on 
sound effects for radio. 

The Life of a sound effects technician is one continuous round of 
controlled noise. The tools of Ora's trade range from old-fashtoned 
scrubbing boards to carrot serapers and potéto mashers. Mere bells, 
whistles and strens are commonplace things. Ora isn't really happy 
unless she is hard at work on a difficult effect. During the 12 years 
she has been at CBS, Ora singles out the "crashing of the bridge" for 
the dramatization of "The Bridge of San Luis Rey" as her most difficult 
assignment. It took her three days of constant experiment and rejec- 
tion to obtain the desired effect of the structure breaking and crash- 
ing into a ravine. 

An official at Columbia recently said of Ora: "She maintains her 
job as a sound effects technician because of her ability, sense of 
showmanship, and wide experience in being able to produce sound effects 
called for in difficult, experimental scripts. A sound effeets job ts 
a man's job and she is able to compete with the best."

They come in 
the big blue box or the brown 
bag with “stains that indicate 
freshness.”’ 

“Heavens, they’re tasty, 
and expeditious."

Bertha’s Kitty Boutique 
encourages cat ranching; the 
Fearmonger Shop serves
